From the timo of his arrival last nifrht 


until now Col. Burns has been busy as 
a bee with Ms men. 


He sent for them In blocks at his head- 


quarters at the Golden Eagle, and tola 
them t'ha.t in his opinion it would bo boat 
to declare for Bord. 


Some of them wera inclined <o object 


to this procedure, but the Colonel point- 
ed out tihat the Republican Interests were, 
at stake. 


It was finally moved 'by all to vot* for 


Bard, and with that understanding they 
proceeded to the Capitol to hold a caucus 
at 1 o'clock. 


The Bard men were in a state of ner- 


vous anxiety when the Burns people 
went into caucus as the plan decided up- 
on was kept a secret. 


They stood.around in groups speculat- 


ing upon the probabilities of the meeting 
and eagerly awaiting shreds of informa- 
tion from outside. 


A big crowd of politicians in general was 


also present for it was realized that the 
supreme moment was at hand. 


Upon the outcome of the caucus de- 


pended whether or not Bard would be 
Senator or another deadlock possibly en- 
sue. It 
was realized that if the Burns 


people decided to fight Bard it was well in 
the possibilities that he would be defeat- 
ed. 


The Democrats held an informal meet- 


ing this morning and decided to stand as 
a unit, in not voting for a Republican can- 
didate thus making it positive that unless 
Bard got some of Burns' votes he would 
be unable to win. 


There was a probability therefore that 


another candidate might be injected into 
th'e contest at the eleventh hour, so it wa* 
no wonder that such anxiety was appar- 
ent. 


Bard sat in his rooms a-t the Golden, 


Easle awaiting the result. 


Although he felt reasonably certain of 


success, he realized tine danger of his 
situation, and with so much depending 
upon tho outcome of tfhe Burns meetlns 
ho had good cause for affltaitton. 


Col. Burns arrived shortly before 1 


o'clock !n a, hack. 


All his lieutenants and chief supporters 


Were on the scene, and he was warmly 


greeted as he entered the Supremo Court 
Room whera the caucus was to be held.- 


Deliberations were protracted and re- 


sulted, as above seated, in a decision to 
all .vote for Bard. 


The news quickly spread through tho

Col. Burns was In excslleTft spirits, and 


takes his own reverses without turning a 
hair.

In part entrusted to the chief executive, I 
inasmuch as it is his sworn duty to pro- 
tcct this liberty against fraudulent judg- 
ments, written to overthrow the will of 
the people, as it is to protect them from 
the invasion of a foreign foe. .

LrvZRMOKE, Feb. 5.—B. V. Zaballa, 
the enterprising local cigar manufacturer, 
has tor a. long 'tima 'been impressed with 
tba belief that tha grades ol tobacco 
suitable' tor his manufactory can ba 
grown successfully in the LiveTmore Val- 
ley. Several years ago B. C. Hahn rried 
the experiment of raising tobacco at tha 
Vienna Vineyard, but was only partially 
successful. Mr. Zaba.Ua hopes to profit by- 
Mr. Hahn's experience and believes he 
will be able to overcome the obstacles 
thart caused Mr. Hahn to finally abandon 
'the venture. 
He has a-ccordinsly entered Into an ar- 
rangement with Lorenzo "Mnrint, whose- 
place is about 'two and a half miles south 
of town, by whi'ch the latter will set out 
about 10,000 pla-nts 'the coming- season. 
In som'O portions of the tract s«d will bo 
sown, but in others plants will set out. 
It Is desired to secure- a quality pE to- 
bacco that ,wlll be suitable for fillers and 
hinders, and accordingly the 
following 
varieties will bo planted: Tennessee Red, 
White Burley, Ohio Seed Leaf, Zlmmer 
Spanish and Yellow Prior. 
Mr. Za.ba.Ua says that the main draw- 
back to t/he tobacco srowr. In the valley 
heretofore has not bean with the quality,, 
which .has been excellent, 5>ut. with the 
difficulty of curing it properly. He ha,= a. 
plan by which he 3>elievas this difficulty 
will bo removed. Mr. Za-balla is enthusi- 
astic over the project and firmly believes 
that he will be able to demonstrate that 
the Liv-errr.ore Va-lley is the ideal homo 
of the tobacco plant.—Herald.

Rev. George C. Adams 


Speaks From Uni- 


tarian Pulpit, 


TESTS WERE 


Fine Address Delivered Be- 


fore a Large. Audience 


Last Night. 


The Rev. George C. Adams ol tho First 
Congregational Church of Sun Francisco 
occupied 'the pulpit in 
-bhe First Uni- 
tarian Churi-h 'last evening. He spoke 
on the su.bj.oct, "The Claims of Protest- 
ant Ont'ho'doxy on •the Modern "World." 
l3r. Adams spoke In part ns follows: 
"I have no controversy with any man 


of. whatsoever 
religion—ba 
he 
Jew or 
Christian -friend. 1 respetit them all, and 
their ideas.' I know tha-t the foundation 
of our Christian 
llfu rested with 
the 
teachings of the Hebrews. 
I have no 
controversy with the Catholic Church, 
for 1-t is a fact 'that the old church gave 
the first authority which countless mil- 
lions were anxious for, and was our step- 
ping stone. 
"Tonight I have 
to represent 
many 
things, many Jdeas, for I am not speak- 
ing on a certain fixed t'hing. Very many 
people have tho idea that ort'hodoxy car- 
ries with it certain fixed views, which Is 
not a faot. 
"Tho word 
orthodoxy, -taken In 
its 
origin, means right thinking. I do not 
•like the word, and seldom use It. 
For 
who is 'to decide what right thinking is? 
3s the authority In 'the church? 
Shall 
the majority deckle over the voice of the 
minority? Rlghit ithlnklng shall be 
de- 
cided by every man for himself, and when 
•we dl-sagree wo shall sliake hands where- 
we do agree. 
"Today few of us believe In John Cal- 
vin's doctrines. 
Yfi>t he was a 
mighty 
man. Ho lived it'O accomplish a magnifi- 
cent "work, and "we should not speak dis- 
paragingly of 'him. .tie wa.s a mighty ar- 
chitect, for he 7)Ut iron into religion when 
it needed a man to do It. 
His" Iloctr!n<; 
Is magnltlceu-tly proportioned, and !'t did 
its work. Wo can't afford [to throw brick 
bats at suoh a man, yot if a man of to- 
day -tol'd .me ho was a Calvinlst I would 
either say he was boasting or was two or 
three centuries behind the present time. 
"As I passed 
(through London 
some 
months ago, on a certain street I canm 
upon, a block, -and inscribed on it was 
•John P.odgers and ithree 
others were 
burned here at the stake.' 
These men 
were Protestants, and they died for what 
countless millions -have had 
fi*ee since. 
That is. freedom of thought, freedom, of 
will, of conscience, and for liberty to 
worship as they willed. 
"Our pilgrim 
fathers -were 
of 
that 
class. • Those people of that poor little 
vessel wih'ich landed on a blenk -and bar- 
ren rook instead of the sunny lands of 
tho South, because her pilot made a mis- 
take, wero Congrefratlonalists. 
And are 
we not proud of those people and the sh!p 
today? 
Those of us who had ancestors 
in that vessel declare that sho was tho 
finest ship, it-hat ever cut the wave. 
"But wo cannot believe as our ancestors 
believed. That which was right once 
upon a time Is not right now. Orthodoxy 
—let me' Imprdss it on you—Is not a Fixed 
thine. If you wish 'to have a Fixed ortho- 
doxy, as 'the word is used, you will And 
it double, distilled in the Greek Church. 
You will know what you've got when you 
£01 In that ohurch. 
"Protestant orthodoxy comes with an 
open BIMe, not believing *t from cover to 
cover, but offering it to you with the 
prayer that -in some place you will find 
that which you seek; -[hat more light may 
bo thrown on your llfu and you will be 
lifted up. 
"What do we believe of G-od? "We be- 
lieve that -he Is One over all. He Is be- 
yond our power of thought. The created 
is less than -the Creator. It Is impossible 
for tho Unite being .to know him. Scien- 
tific men are teaching that behind nature 
is some invisible power. 
Something be- 
yond the telescope's eye. 
Immeasurable 
and reaching beyond the worlds which It 


• controls. 
And thait, "we believe, is a per- 
sonal Power. 


"The -theory ot 
evolution has gained 
wonderfully in the last years. It has 
broadened men's minds and opened them 
to God. I know of no more perfect or 
better mar. Mian Henry Drummond, the 
greatest expounder -of evolution. By 'him 
Oocl has been brought n.-aror to you and 
to me to this day than by any other man 
'Let us go back to tho Fail her. the Son 
and the Holy Ghost. God made manifest 
/n the flesh in Jesus Christ. Tho hlghes' 
the greatest. Ho who said, 'Because when 
you realize whait I am you know God 
for God Is love.' 


"Cut loose from all these theories and 
come down to What -we know. Gain somn 
conception of Jesus Christ and love 
Of 
H-im who died on the cross, not because 
of t'hf: nails driven in -his feet and hand's, 
but of a broken heart."

"All 
1 dralru to say 
concerning- the ..,*,^u 
above llgur-cs is that, oven aside from the, badges 
•fact that irry observations did not 
ex- 
tend over the whole time or tho test, I do 
not consider th-e-m as representing the 
maximum quantity of -water which 
tho 
wells -were able to supply, but only wh:tt 
th-uy could clo with th« volume and 
the 
pressure of air which were available at 
tho different stages ot the tests. 
Whe- 
ther this volume, this pressure and the 
submerg-ence of tho a.ir pipe were best 


not known to me. 
I venture to say that 
1 was sharing that uncertainty with oth- 
ers, judging from the frequent handling 
of .the air valve at 'tire wells during the 
course of the various tests. 
The geolog- 
ical formation near tho walls, the exact 
location of the water bearing strata, the 
provision made to favor the ingress of 
water into the <well casings, 
were- 
as 
many points about which I have r.o bas- 
is of reasoning. But what I do know 
from an experience dating 'back twenty- 
seven years Is that both compressors were 
taxed beyond their practical capacity." 
The report of tha second -expert is in 
part as follows: 


"I .would suggest that ithe city of Oak- 
land bo approached with a.n endeavor to 
persuade them to a.bandon the. present 
test, bore or.e or mone. wells in proper 
manner, perforating- thim securely in the 
gravel strata, mid in process of boring in- 
struct itheir engineer 'to thoroughly ac- 
quaint himself witii tho various forma- 
tions passed through. 


"After putting- down th-c well or we'.ls 


In proper shape, th*>n instruct the con- 
tractor to make a test allowing you to 
appoint a representative to watch your 
interests, amli should any dispute arise 
between the contractor a-nd your repre- 
sentative, let both agree upon a third, 
whose decision shall 'be final. 
"I do not approve of their 
present 
method .of testing ami am 
of 
opinion 
thn.t th'o contractor should be asked to 
Insert in each well tested an Insido dis- 
charge pipe so -that at all hours during 
tho test it shall 'ho erisy for anyone in- 
terested In tests to find by 
sounding 
where, the water Is standing In the well 
or wells at different points. 
"Tho above Is not Intended iri any way 
to reflect upon tlio present methods of 
'tostintr, -but it is to -bring 
th'e 
testing 
methods wiithln range- of tho ordinary 
well known usage adopted In operating 
the air lift so that It may be easily check- 
ed.
